Each angler trying his lock 
there this week averaged a catch 
of almost two fish per hour, and 9 4 
per cent of It was in crapples. 
The only other spot of the 10 
surveyed which actually # as lab elled

was

near 
Mansfield and Ashland. 
Here the 
catch averaged a little over one fish 
per hour for each angler and It was 
tib out evenly divided b etween b ull­ 
heads (40 per cent) and channel 
catfish « 55 per cent). 
All the eight remaining lakh*» 
were lab elled aa just “fair," a l­ 
though the b aas catch was said to b e 
Increasing at Guilford lake near 
Salem and Lisb on. 
Pishing appeared to b e poorest at 
lak e Inrnmie near Minster and in 
the Shade river in the eastern part 
of the state. 
Fishermen at b oth 
places averaged only a half-a-fish 
per hour. 
Fishermen a t Seneca, ab out 15 
miles from Camb ridge, caught al­ 
most one fish per hour which ran 
to ab out 87 per cent crapples and 
eight per cuit b lue gills. At Indian 
lake near RuaarU* Point the aver­ 
age was ab out the same with crap­ 
ples predominating at 
6» per cent, 
More than 13 percent of the haul 
was made up of channel cat* 
Woe gills were to b e had at l# n * 
fMe lake near Carrol tan b ut the 
total numb er of fish caught aver­ 
aged only a little b etter than half- 
a-fish eer hour, Meventy-etght per 
cent of that, however, were b hie- 
gilla.

Lake Alma near Wellston also ran 
to b luegill» as fishermen caught .85 
fish per hour. Ninety-two per cent 
were b luegills. 
At Jackson 88 per 
cent of a poor haul were b luegills 
too. 
The anglers averaged only a 
little higher than half-fish per hour 
a t Jackaon. 
The field man making the report 
from Guilford lake noted that all 
fly fishermen were having outstand­ 
ing success and the b ass catch was 
increasing considerab ly.
